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Continuation Stieet. The applicants' arguments as to the rejection of claims 16 and 28 which fail to teach the cage has a plurality of 
openings in the expanded position, where the openings being formed by rigidly connected elements; and a material removing element 
positioned within the cage cavity. The examiner disagrees. As claims 16 and 28 are currently written, they can be interpreted broadly that 
the Kasinkas' medical device at least discloses the cage 16, 18 has a plurality of openings (fig. 8b) in the expanded position, where the 
openings being formed by rigidly connected elements 20b; and a material removing element 20c positioned within the cage cavity (figures 
8b, 10). Regarding the intended use and functional language "the cage being releasable so that the cage may be left within the patient", a 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art 
in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, 
and then it meets the claims. In the instant case, as the cage 16 expands, the material enters the opening (figures 8b, 10). The material 
removing element 20c is then advanced through the cage 16 to remove the material (fig. 10). The applicants' argument as to the rejection 
of claims 31 and 63 merely reiterate the applicants' position that the prior art references fail to teach the claimed limitations of claim16, 28. 
As the examiner has shown that the prior art references indeed teach all of the claimed limitations of the claims 16, 28, the rejections of 
claims 31 and 63 as being unpatentable over Kasinkas in view of Fearnot also stand. 
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
